HYDROPHOBIA. 


The recent case of this discase at Winches- 
ter—resulting, as it always does, fatally —has 
sent a thrill of anguish and horror through 
many minds. We can hardly conceive of 
uny disease more terrible than this, attended 
ns it is with the absolute certainty that death 
will, in a short time, close the scene. 

‘The enquiry is often made as to the length 
of time that elapses after the bite before 
symptoms of hydrophobia are manifested, 
The best authorities declare this to be very | 
uncertain, 


The disease seldom appears ear- 
lier than the eighteenth day, or Jater than the 
third month. The most common period is 
from the twentieth to the sixtieth day. Stil] 
the period is sometimes much longer, and| 
eases are on record where the attack did not| 
occur until six, nine, twelve or eighteen! 
months after the infliction of the wound.
